After Disentbarkation 


The British Embassy in Paris has 
issued a demial of-.reports that the 
Jews might be housed in Belsen camp

NEW SCHOOLS 


GREAT encouragement was given 
British Jewry’s educational efforts by the 
Home Secretary's speech at the recent con- 
secration dinner of the Jewish Secondary 
Schools Movement, commented on in these 
columns at the time. Mr. Chuter Ede's 
warm words of approbation were doubly 
significant. First, they were uttered officially 
on behalf of His Majesty's Government. 
Secondly, they expressed the considered 
judgment of one who spoke with expert 
knowledge as former Parliamentary Sec- 
retary to the Board of Education. Note- 
worthy also was the statement of Lord 
Justice Cohen that, despite earlier doubts on 
the subject, he had now become convinced 
of the need for the establishment of denom:- 
national secondary schools. When one 
remembers the uphill struggle which the 
early promoters of the movement under- 
went, support from authoritative 
quarters denotes in itself a remarkable 
degree of achievement 


It is evident that public opinion and the 
operation of the new Education Act will 
tend to encourage the increase of specifically 
Jewish schools in this country. Already the 
opening of several new ones in London ts 
promised for next term. thus, a Jewish 
kindergarten, maintained at Willesden in 
connection with the Ohel Shem Congrega- 
tion of the Federation of Synagogues, will 
next month be extended into a day school. 
In the same district, the North-West London 
lewish Davy Schools Movement 1s _ also 
expanding its activities. -So successful has 
been its primary school in Minster Road, 
that it-is now opening a grammar school to 
which the older pupils can transfer. This 
grammar school, in Willesden. Lane, will 
occupy the premises—restored after serious 
damage-—-ol. the tormer. West 
Hampstead Day School, which established 
such fine traditions until its work was termi- 
nated by war conditions. In another part 
of North-West London, the Hasmonean 
Grammar School has proved so successful 
that it has been decided to establish a separ- 
ate school for girls in addition to that for 
boys. Furthermore, order to prepare 
pupils te) thes Iwo schools, a Hasmonean 
Prunary School ts being opened, which will 
work m.conjunction with the Menorah 
Primary School. At the same time, the 
Avigdor High School in North London ts 
being considerably enlarged to accommo- 
date more pupils Nor are the Provinces 
lagging behind in such enterprise, as our 
columns will testify week, Go 
example, the opening of a new school in 
Manchester is announced. Altogether, there- 
fore, there 1s an evident demand for new 
Jewish schools at every Stage irom the 
Kindergarten to the school-leaving age 


More ambitious still 1s the project which 
vas announced by Rabbi Kopul Rosen, last 
month, at the third- annual conference of 
the National Union of Hebrew Teachers. 
Sixty acres of ground, he stated, had been 
acquired outside London tor the building 
of a “ Jewrsh public school. No public 
announcement has yet been made, however. 
concerning this school’s promoters or where 
its precise situation is. But Rabbi Rosen 
added that the school was not to be run 
ior private profit, and that it intended to 
pay its stall salaries far in excess of any- 
thing that any Jewish educational body had 
ever paid lhis argues a commendable 
break with the bad old outlook which too 
often looked upon Jewish education as 
an eleemosynary undertaking, and was parsi- 
monious in the extreme to the unfortunate 
teachers. Opinions, however; may differ 
on the possibility of attempting to establish 
a “ Jewish public school” (as distinct from 
a Jewish secondary school, or ordinary 
boarding-school). Is it really possible to 
amalgamate in this way the ethos of a 
public school-—a unique type of boarding- 
school that has grown up naturally enough 
out of the special circumstances of English 
society —with the full demands and require- 
ments of the Jewish way of life? The old 
controversy as to whether we should or 
should not have Jewish public schools has 
flared up and died down spasmodically dur- 
ing the past half-century or so. The 
arguments are now largely of academic 
interest, for the conditions of education in 
Great Britain to-day, with the acute shortage 
of 6chool buildings and of teachers, have 
dictated to the Jewish Community, who are 
famous for their zeal for education, the need 
for expanding their own schooling facilities. 


NAZI “ NEO-ANTI-SEMITISM ” 

THe German Jewish Press has been deeply 
concerned of late with the sharp increase of 
anti-Semitism in Germany, which js alarming 
hoth the native Jewish Community of 16,000, 
and the D.P. population of 160,000. Not a 
week passes without its quota of incidents -the 
desecration of Jewish cemeteries, anti-Jewish 
catealls in cinemas, the singing of the Horst 
Wessel song in public, and the defacing of 
walls with anti-Jewish slogans. Even German 
children are already infected with the ractalist 
disease. Indeed, far from the Germans having 
heen “ re-educated” to reject Nazi doctrines, 
there is plenty of evidence to show that many 
among their present “ educators the 
pying forces—have. themselves become 
fected by their German charges. In_ these 
circumstances, the Nazis are taking heart and 
becoming increasingly boider in their provoca- 
tive methods. As the JuURDISCHES GEMEINDE- 
aiatr. of Diisseldorf, puts it, “ The old evil 
spirits are creeping out of their holes.” But it 
goes on to stress that renewed anti-Semitism in 
Germany is itself merely a symptom of Ger- 
many’s persistent moral and material sickness, 
and is a continuation, in present-day circum- 
stances, of the old Jew-hatred, and not the 
emergence of a new phenomenon. The truth 
is that anti-Semitism has never been eradicated 
in Germany nor are the present measures of 
the occupying powers likely to do it. It could 
fairly be said that we are at present in danger 
of witnessing a “ re-nazification” of Germany, 
fostered by official complacency towards Nazi 
Jew-baiting and other activities. The Nazis 
undoubtedly derive encouragement also from 
the tolerance shown in Britain towards the Jew- 
haiters—a tolerance which even allows Ger- 
man prisoners of war undergoing “ denazifi- 
cation” m this country to stroll over and 
attend meetings at which such agitators are 
permitted to ulter constant incitement agaist 
Britain's JewiSh citizens. All this 1s grist to the 
mil of the Nazi underground im Germany, 
whose further development, it should be borne 
in mind, would be of the utmost danger to the 
Allied Powers, and not to the German Jewish 
scapegoats alone. Let no one imagine that 
discontent in Germany to-day can be diverted 
once again into such “ harmiess” anti-Jewish 
channels: the lesson of that mistake ss still too 
fresh in our memories. 


AGUDIST CONFERENCE 

[He proceedings at the World Conference of 
the Agudat Israel Organisation, held this week 
at Martanske Lazne (Marienbad), C7zecho- 
slovakia, brought to the forefront the consider- 
able differences of opinion which exist im that 
body on the subject of Palestine, but they gave 
no constructive lead towards the solution of the 
jewish crisis. The critical questions have been 
referred to the Executive and the Rabbinical 
Council, Some of the speakers seem to have 
been more concerned with ideological and 
academic issues than with making a practical 
contribution to the realities of Jewish life at 
the present time. In the discussions on Pales- 
tine, rhetoric sometimes got the better of 
reason, as in the false antithesis that was set 
up between Torah-true Orthodoxy and Jewish 
nationalism.” This attempted dichotomy 1s not 
a correct analysis of the position, and is only 
lIikely to help those. enemies of the Jews who 
at present are assiduously propagating the 
difference ~ between the Jews and the Zionists. 
the Lorah cannot, in fact, from the standpoint 
of religious tradition, be considered apart from 
its association with Eretz Yisrael. It is there- 
fore futile to discuss the obligations of modern 
Judaism without also taking into account the 
situation arising from the present-day redemp- 
tion of the Holy Land. The Yishuv now 
occupies a central place in Jewish life and 
thought. Many Rabbis and members of the 
Agudist movement have deliberately migrated 
to Palestine so as personally to take part in the 
growth of the Yishuv. Their representatives 
at the Conference fittingly spoke against the 
policy of isolation from the Zionist movement. 
It the Agudat Israel Organisation desires to 
influence the religious life of Palestine and of 
the Jewish people, obviously its members can- 
not maimtamn an attitude of aloofness which 
sometimes seems to border on self-righteous- 
ness and expresses itself often in sour quarrels 
with the Mizrachi-——who, after all, are equally 
upholders of Torah-true Judaism. Certainly, 
the Aguda nowadays wishes to work with and 
within the Jewish Agency in order to advance 
the welfare of Palestine, but it hardly seems 
realistic at this time of day for it to continue 
to press its old claim that as a condition of such 
joint working the Agency should become “ non- 
political.” 


INSPIRATION FOR TEACHERS 


As we recorded last month, the first organ- 
ised party of British Jews since 1939 to have 
received the High Commissioner's permission to 
make the visit journeyed to Palestine. Auspici- 
ously enough, they travelled from London in 
the s.s.

Reval Philharmonic. By 


E.xin. Rider, 21s. 

The history of the Royal Philharmonic 
Society is largely the story of the 19th 
and 20th century revival of British music ; 
‘+ is. to a lesser extent, also a reflection 
and 20th cemury revival of British music ; 
over the last 150 years. Robert Elkin's 
chronicle contains a vast amount ot inte- 
resting, amusing, and, above all, valuable 
information about the Society's activi- 
ties. members, honoured guests, achieve- 
ments. and occasional failures. Even 
a glance through the index, which con- 
sists mainly of the names of musicians 
and musical amateurs, shows how catho- 
lic and universal the Society's work has 
heen. From the earliest days it set the 
highest standard, being responsible for 
the first British performances of all 
except one of Beethoven's symphonies, 
and almost all Mendelssohn's concert 


works. Ignaz Moscheles, the friend of 
both those great composers, rendered 


great service to the Society over a century 
ago. Towards the end of the period one 
finds that neglected violin concerto of 
Bloch’s, which had its first English per- 
formance in March, 1939 (how well 
remembered! ). 

Mendelssohn played a large part for 
some years in the early life of the 
Society, but otherwise Jewish composers 
are not particularly prominent, though 
as conductors both Sir Landon Ronald 
and Sir Frederic Cowén did much for the 
Society during the early years of this 
century. On the other hand, how richly 
has Jewry provided outstanding execu- 
tants: conductors, pianists, violinists,

The third, and in many ways most 
dificult, task. confronting the new 
organisauion was how to accomplish, as 
smoothly and tidily as possible, the 
transition from the casualness of charity 
finance to a form of regular budgeting 
based on a possibly limited but neverthe- 
less reliable revenue. In terms of 
administrative practice, this meant going 
fully into the details of the budgets of a 
hundred individual institutions, making 
reasonable and satisfactory arrangements 
with all of them, and in many cases im- 
posing, by agreement, unavoidable even 
if irksome limitations on their 
enthusiastic plans and aspirations. 

this formed a larger and more 
formidable programme than any educa- 
tional organisation in British Jéwry had 
ever set itself before. And so it is with 
a sense of humble pride that the Board 
may claim that its achievement in the 
administrative sphere in this first year of 
Ss existence 1s, On any fair showing, a

TUTORS AT PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS

Sirn,—The Jewish Memorial Council 
has for many years arranged for visiting 
tutors to hold services and classes for 
Jewish boys and girls, who are boarders 
at public schools. A small panel of 
qualified teachers is now available. and 
information is sought from readers of 
THe Jewish CHRONICLE (a) as to the 
names and addresses of parents who 
would like to make use of these facilities, 
and (b) as to the probable number next 
term of Jewish pupils at the schools in 

The Council's old-established classes 
at Harrow School and at Malvern 
College number close on 20 pupils each; 
but classes would gladly be started at 
other schools for quite small numbers. 
It would, of course, be necessary for the 
schools to be reasonably accessible to 
London (or to some other large centre of 
Jewish population) and the Council 
would hope, with the co-operation of 
parents, to obtain the consent and sup- 
port of the school authorities, as has 
been done in other cases.

The Problem of Keeping’ 
in Touch 


From Mr. DONALD E. L, SAMUEL 
To the Edutor ot THe Jewisu Curonicie 


Sia —iIn a letter published in your 
columns iast week, Muss Netia lropp 
makes a sweeping and, I would assure 
her, quite inaccurate assertion of com- 
picte lack of interest all over England 
and the Continent in the Jewish boys who 
are stull serving in H.M. Forces.” 

My Committee, upon which all sections 
of the community are represented, can 
fairly claim to be live and active, and, in 
co-opera Lion with the Senior Jewish 
Chaplain, anxious attention is con- 
tinuously given to the problem olf cater- 
ing tor all rehgious necds 

Ip order to allow our few commissioned 
Chaplains to Serve exclusively in overseas 
Commands, we have organised just such 
a scheme as Miss lropp advocates, 
arranging with ministers of congregations 
all over the United Kingdom to under- 
take visits to specified stations of all three 
Services at intervals of a month or less. 
This scheme has now been in operation 
for a few months, and the Senior Jewish 
Chaplain has reported favourably upon 
its working. Rabbi Brodie himself ts in- 
defatigable in journeying up and down 
the country, in between his visits over- 
seas, to deal with special cases and to 
close any gaps which may be left by the 
scheme. 

| shall be grateful if Miss Tropp will 
he so good as to communicate to Rabhi 
trodie or to me the facts which prompted 
her letter, and if anyone learning of a 
serving Jew or Jewess with whom no 
Jewish contact is made, either directly 
from the Office of the Senior Jewish 
Chaplain or under his auspices, will also 
inform us. Arrangements for notification, 
of Jewish enlistments and postings have 
recently been tightened up at our request, 
but some may still be delayed, so that 
such information would be most helpful 

Outside the British Isles we can only 
work through commissioned Chaplains, 
and they. alas. are very thin on the 
ground. It will not be news to your 
readers that we badly need volunteers 
There. too, however, everything possible 
is done to establish contact with all 
serving Jews. Every Jew known to be 
serving is sent a booklet, prepared under 
the auspices of the Jewish 
Committee, showing Jewish Communities 
all over the world. 

Fully alive to the great needs, we are 
doing all we possibly can to meet them 
fully as possible. Prompt and 
detailed information in writing from 
parents and others of any cases in which 
it may seem that such needs are not being 
met will, as I have said, be most. heiptul
